At present 
the former is president of the South­ 
western Hotel association, with offices 
at Second and Main streets, b ut in a 
few months he will leave for Panama 
to b e ab sent, ex cept for occasional 
visits to the United States, for ab out 
five y ears. This morning he returned 
from Omaha, where he had b een to 
confer with his father in reference to 
the initial work of carry ing out the 
b ig contract.

No I do not ex pect to se- 
i cure any of the help in Kansas City . 
It will b e more convenient to hire 
those we want in New York, from 
where we will ship. This contract is 
the outgrowth of the dissatisfaction 
of canal employ es with the way they 
i are b eing fed and the prices they have 
to pay for food. In the b eginning an 
agreement w^as made 
b etw*een the 
canal commissioners and the presi­ 
dent of the repub lic of Panama that 
the native merchants should have the 
ex clusive right to sell food supplies 
to the negro employ es. 
The result 
was that these lab orers lived mostly

If a lab orer attempted to 
purchase his supplies at the prevail­ 
ing rates he w'ould b e in deb t all the 
time. 
Eggs sell for from 60 cents to

a pound. 
Chickens cost from $1.25 
to $1.75 each, and every thing else In 
proportion. 
We will change all that. 
We will ship direct from New York 
refrigerated

poultr>% etc., and will sell to canal 
employ es at a small advance over 
New York prices. 
We are going to offer the lab orers 
three meals a day with such stuff as 
coffee, b read and meat for b reakfast; 
coffee, b read, fish, two kinds of vege­ 
tab les and pie or pudding for dinner, 
and much the same for supper, at 45 
cents per day , or $14 per month. 
In 
addition, we will have a place at each 
camp where w'e will sell the cooked 
foods in b ulk to the men with families 
who w-ant to take them home, or to 
the men w'ho live in club s and do 
their cooking, or part of it, and w'ant 
to b uy some more cooked stuff. There 
is no compulsion ab out b uy ing from 
ns; the men can b uy w’herever they 
please, b ut we agree with the com­ 
mission to have the food there to of­ 
fer to the men at a reasonab le price. 
“The white men, of which there 
are 1,500. we will furnish flrst-class 
b oard at $1 per day , and rooms at $6 
per month 
each, 
making the total 
cost of living $36 per month each. 
“Before these prices were made w*e 
figured it out with the commission 
that lab orers generally in this country 
have to pay from 40 to 50 per cent of 
their wages for their living; and it is 
the same with the clerks and other 
salaried mc*n in the cities; the clerk 
wiio gets $60 pay s $30 a month for 
his living; wiien his salary runs up 
to $160 a month, he usually contrives 
to spend $80 of it. So we fignred on 
the canal to Uetp down the cost of 
living to from i'O to 50 pi r cent of the 
salaries. 
The .Tamaica nepror s pet 
from $1.75 to $2.25 per day eaeh, sil­ 
ver, which is equal to from 90 cents 
to $1.10 each, gold, so the commission 
held down the cost of living lor th< ni 
to 45 cents. 
.Most of the ckrks pet 
from $150 to $175 per month, and no 
one pets less than $100, so their liv­ 
ing is made comparativ(l.\ cheap.

Hunting 
rattlesnakes 
for 
their 
skins has furnished a new and hazard­ 
ous occupation for many men who re­ 
side among the hills and rocky bluffs 
of the Upper Missouri valley, where 
the rattler attains perfection as to 
size and color, writes a Trempleaii, 
Wis., correspondent. The snake must 
be taken alive and decapitated be­ 
fore he has an opportunity to strike 
himself, for once the deadly poison is 
injected the 
skin 
loses luster and 
value. 
The price paid for perfect tanned 
skins is about $1 each, and in addi­ 
tion the oil obtained from the snake 
coin 111 an ds a high price from its sup­ 
posed value as a cure for rheumatism 
and kindred diseases. 
Each rattler 
captured alive means about $1.50 to 
the hunter. 
Among the most successful hunters 
is Alfred Johnson, of this place, who 
possesses many large and beautiful 
skins. 
His latest capture was nearly 
seven feet long and carried 19 rattlee. 
Mr. Johnson 
has succeeded in do­ 
mesticating a lage number of young 
rattlers, which allow’ him to handle 
them as lie will, and follow at his call 
like well-trained puppies. 
The idea occurred to Mr. Johnson 
that by obtaining small snakes and 
getting them accustomed to his pres­ 
ence he could largely increase his 
profits and reduce the hazards of his 
occupation. 
Following out this reas­ 
oning he has now’ a colony of nearly 
:10 rattlers, all of which seem to bid 
him a welcome w'henever he appears, 
J hut they have no welcome for strang­ 
ers.

On bright, sunshiny afternoons Mr. 
Johnson and his snakes may be eeea 
taking a stroll In the vicinity of his 
home, and it is needless to add that 
they are given entire possession of 
j undisturbed. 
In fact, these outings 
are becoming the source of consider­ 
able complaint from citizens who fail 
* to see any attraction in the colony, 
* and the probabilities are that he will 
soon he obliged to seek a more se- 
* eluded spot for his snake farm.

sh eepish . 
Th ey 
liave just 
met each oth er tlirough th e sch atch en. 
In a wreek th ey will be man ana wUe.

th ere is about th e same percentage 
of h appiness in th ese queer broker- 
manufactured marriages as in unions 
wh ere ch oice, romance and oth er con­ 
siderations h ave a part.

Th e girls’ names 
are entered, th eir looks and savings 
are estimated, and th e wily employ ­

for life into th e girls’ ears. 
Th e girls wh o are amenable to th e 
agent’s 
reasoning 
find 
h usbands 
speedily for th e coming, th eir small 
earnings are taken away and imme­ 
diately afterward th ey are deserted 
and entirely with out 
funds. 
Th ey 
may appeal to th e police, h ut th e h us­ 
bands h ave gone, and wh o can touch 
th e agent? 
He knew noth ing about 
th e man’s disreputable ch aracter, of 
course, and h ad noth ing to do with 
th e matter, beyond introducing one 
young person to anoth er. Sch atch en? 
Nonsense! 
He is no marriage brok­ 
er. 
And h e pats h is inside pocket 
w’h ere lies h is sh are of th e last mat­ 
rimonial h aul.

al stuffs, th e monkey s and dogs and 
40 Japanese parrots, any one of th e 
latter, according to a fo’c’stle y arn, 
being able to give full h istory of th e 
Russo-Japanese 
war.
